Applicant's arguments re enablement based upon transformability of other crops 
such as tomatoes, or Hi-ll of maize, are not persuasive because tomatoes are not 
inherently recalcitrant to Agrobacterium, as is maize, and since Hi-ll is a direct 
descendant of A188, the only transformable maize line available to the skilled artisan at 
the time of filing. Applicant has alluded to other references which were either later filed 
or not submitted. 

Applicant's arguments re written description and art rejections are duplicative of 
those previously addressed. Furthermore, Applicant's arguments re 1 02 rejection 
depend upon presumed entry of the after final amendment, which was not in fact 
entered.
